ANOTHER SERIOUS CONFLA- 
GRATION. 
FOUR LIVES LOST. 

Tho destroctiva fire of Saturday mor- 
ning was followed in the ovening by other 
two—one in a coolie house in Market 
Street, which wan extinguished withont tho 
aid of tho Fire Brigade; the other more 
serious at Squaro Stroet, a street at the 
eaetorn extremity of Tuipingshan whoro 
the houses are crowded togethor more por- 
haps than in any other portion of tae town 
and where the Chinese population is at ite 
dongest in point of numbers. It was few 
minates past nine p.m. when the fire bell 
gave the alarm, aud the Fire Brigada were 
turnad ont to cope with the fire at 58 Square 
Stroot, The hougs, a thraa-storied ona, 
was goon ablaze, acd tho fire, fanned by 
the northerly breeze, sproad rnpidly to the 
houses on each side, No, 58 und No, 56 
were both burned to the ground, nutwith- 
standing tho energolio efforts of the 
Brigade, under the able suporvision of 
Superintendent Wodehouse and bis De- 
puty, Mr Mathiosoa. Both houses were 
totally destroyed withia an hour after the 
alarm was givens. By ponriog on a copions 
supply of water, No. 60 was saved, but nat. 
before tho upper floor had boon destroyed. 
Thera was eorious danger from the flying 
sparks, and in conscqucnce of the narrow- 
noss of the stroet the houses on tle opposite 
side wera at ono time endangered, but 
sticking manfally to their work the firemen 
provented tho fire from making any pro- 
gress in that direation. 

It was thought that everyone had escap- 
ed from the burued houses, but yostorday 
morning a report was mado at the Central 
Police Station that evveral persons were 
miseing. ae nad Boncssry sb onco 
procesdad ‘to the acene of the fire with a 
party of police, and o careful search 
of the debris was rewarded by the 
discovery of the churred snd mutilated 
remains of three men énd a wormu, The 
bodies were taken tothe Mortuary. It is 
stated that the deceseod lived in, the top 
floor of No. 58, Provided ample time had 
been afforded for escapd, they might easily 
have got from tho reor of tha house into 
Tank Lane; but-the supposition ia they 
wero overpowered and bewildered by the 
dense volume of smoke whick arose from 
the lower floors and were thus unable to 
find their way aboat tho house, No 
attempt appears to have been made by tho 

eoplo in the honses to render asvistance 

o them, It was a casa of saure qui peut, 
Had the firemen or police knowaz thet any 
hhoman beings had been loft behind in the 
stampede for safety, a successful effort 
might have been ‘made, even though the 
fire bad a firm hold of the building oro thoy 
arrived, to rescue the poor wretehes whose 
death has to be chronicled. In‘addition to 
these, an old man, 70 years of ago, residing 
in the house opposity, fell downstaira in 
attempting to escape from his house, when 
it also was threatened with doatruction ; ho 
anstained so govero injuries that ho died 
while ‘being carried to tho Tung Wab 
Hospital. : .

important nndurtakings of this century and 
the value of which wll, porbeps, be more 
fully recoguized by the next goovration. 

The Telegraph Compsnies under Sir 
John Pender’a presidency, have over beon 
ready to lower. the tariffs, whonover a 
reduction was shown to be compatible with 
moderate earnings, and The Kasteru.

reduce their linbility in fulure, thay urgently 
requested the Company to increase their 
tanff by about twenty per cent, which 
increase took placo on the Ist danuary last. 

The shove {acis are puinted out to show 
the utter disregard for accuracy of stato- 
ment ou the purt of the Ohsmpion for 
cheap tolograms by cables. 

‘A tarif’ of 4/- from Englund to Australia

He 
was $ne of soversl brothers, threo of whom 
aurvive him,—ove in Shanghai, with whom 
the greatest sympathy is felt; another a 
dootor ia Aberdeen, and a fourth in Ceylon, 
Mr Macgregor .was educated privately, 
alter which he had some yeare’ truiuing in 
the Bunk of Scutland in Invergordon. Sume- 
time in 1867 ho joined the great firm of 
Messrs Jardine, Mutheson, & Co., and came 
out to the East ut enoe in their service a5 
acoountant, and ecsided ever singe, with briaf 
intervale at home, in Hongkang, Shanghai, 
nod other places in tho Rust where that 
house has established itself. His high order 
of ability was recognized early in hie oareer 
in cunnention with the firm, aad he got the 
firm’s signature early in the eightios, becom- 
ing a partner come three or four years ago. 
Wherever Mr Maogregor’s lot was cast he 
threw himself into the race with an amount 
of earnestness and vigour that were little: 
short ot marvellous in climates where most 
Europrua conatitutions become svn enerva- 
ted, avd he made his mark long ago in the 
Fur Eust as one of the few men of ounapisu- 
ous administrative ability. Hefwas pre-emi- 
nently one of (hose mon who have made the 
name of the British Eastern merchant power- 
fui ond reapeoted, and who have carried 
British trade with honour to the most remote 
corners of the globe, Jt wae in 1888 that 
he fret beoame’ Chairman of the Municipal 
Council here, resiguing in June 1891 on go~ 
ing home. On hie return he was ugain eleot- 
ed Chairman early thie year, and held the 
office up tv the time of his death, So far as 
wa con remember, he is the first Chuirmaa 
who has died in dorness, Amongst other 
offices which he held tor several yeara. was 
that of Danish Conaul. Iudeed, uo mun has 
ever filled more offices in Shanghai or work- 
ed harder or better for the public, —to whom 
bis dexth is a grievous loss. Tho divease 
which cut short so useful and busy a lifedid 
not develop itself seriously till about yester- 
day fortnight—23rd ultimo, —when he took 
to his bed,—from which he was never more to 
urise, Te wae attended by Dra Maoleod and 
Milles, whe diagnosed it abscess on the liver, 
—that fell disease which claims more victims 
amsonget Europenns in Shanghai than smull- 
pox or obolcra; and on Sunday an 
operation was performed, and it was then 
hoped that his fice constitution would 
held to pull bim through, Up to yestorday 
morning he nppeared to be doing fairly 
well, and even until last eveuing there 
were grounds to hope for his recovery, But 
a change fur the worse eet ia Inter, and it 
was apparent that his strength was not 
enough to enuble bim ty survive the shock 
to his system caused by the operntiua, He 
sank gredunlly until this morning, when
